The  Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Authority  consist  of  a part-time 
Medical  Officer  of  Health, a Sanitary  Inspector  who  is  also  the  Council's 
Surveyor , supplemented  by  the  School  Medical  Of  f icer s , Hea?.  th  Visitors  and 
Veterinary  Officers  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council-, 

All  arrangements  for  Hospital  treatment , whether  for  Fever,  Small  Pox,, 
Tuberculosi s , Materni ty , Puerperal , or  general  cases  remain  the  same  as  in 
1938  and  the  same  applies  to  Laboratory  services. 

The  district  is  served  by  the  St.John's  Ambulance  from  Bradford  for 
general  and  accident  erases.  In.  the  case  of  road  acci  dent  s , the  police, 
on  being  inf ormed, will  call  the  Keighley  Police  Ambulance , or , direc t 
communication  may  be  made  to  the  chief  eohstable  at  Keighley, if  the 
local  police  are  not  available. 

Denholme  District  Nursing  Association  continues  th  provide  the 
services  of  a capable  nurse, who  is  a registered  midwife  holding  the 
Certifiicate  of  the  Central  I’idwives  Board  for  home  nursing  and  maternity 
work. 

There  is  no  Maternity  Home  in  the  district. 

There  is  not  any  satisfactory  provision  for  a Mortuary, and  post- 
fnortemi  examinations  have  to  be  conducted  in  private  houses, 

A child  welfare  clinic  has  been  established  in  the  district  by  the 
County  Council, and  has  proved  of  great  value  and  of  great  convenience 
1 ocaliy .
